Speaker Crisp’s Position. 

The Washington Post,’ of this morning, 
has an editorial under the caption of “Some 
Changes in Politics,’”’ which throws a very 
clear light upon the situation in congress 
just now, and shows Speaker Crisp’s true 
position. It is complimentary to the speak- 
er and it is correct. The editorial reads: 

“In view of the position occupied by 
Speaker Crisp at the present time, some of 
the allegations made during the speaker- 
Ship fight of two years ago, sound rather 
strange. It will be readily recalled that 
the opponents of Judge Crisp’s candidacy 
urged in_the most vigorous manner that 
the Georgian was not sound on the tariff 
question. By the declarations of these gen- 
tlemen the present speaker of the house of 
representatives was pictured as an indi- 
vidual who would betray the party into the 
hands of the high tariffites should he be 
chosen to preside over the deliberations of 
the’ hous*. The gentlemah from Georgia, 
they declared, would prove but a second 
edition of the late Samuel J. Randall and 
block all tariff reform legislation. 

“After a very exciting contest on these 
lines, after every effort had been made to 
enlist all of the tariff reform democrats in 
the ranks of the anti-Crisp candidates, the 
Georgian was elected to the high and hon- 
orable position he has filled with such abil- 
ity. But the fight on Speaker Crisp didn’ 
cease there. The New York Reform Club 
undertook the contract of preventing his re- 
election, and with this end in view the 
Speaker was invited to the annual dinner 
of that organization and publicly insulted. 
This was done in order that the country 
might be made to understand that the Re- 
form Club didn’t approve of Speaker Crisp, 
but notwithstanding this extraordinary ef- 
fort the speaker was accorded a re-election. 

“But perhaps the most extraordinary fea- 
ture of this war on the Georgian is the 
peg iar situation. With the various clash- 
ng interests at war on the tariff question 
there is one central figure. in the fight. 
Upon his shoulders falls the brunt of the 
battle. He is out in the open and exposed 
to a fire from bdih the front and the rear. 
Some Jf the shots fired from the last 
named direction are from weapons in the 
hands of democrats who didn’t think Crisp 
a good tariff reformer when he was a can- 
didate for speaker. The head and front of 
the fight for tariff reform is Hon. Char’es 
Frederick Crisp, of Georgia, and if the 
Wilson bill finally passes the house it will 
be largely duejto the vigor and courage 
displayed by the speaker of that body. 

“This but goes to show that the predic- 
tions and declarations of the politicians 
cannot always be relied upon. There is 
abundance of evidence to show that some- 
body misrepresented things in the memor- 
able speakership canvass of 1891.”

BLOUNT BEFORE THE COMMITTEE. 


He Explains His Acts in Hawali—The 
Lowering of the Fiag. 
Washington, January 11.—Myr. Blount ap- 
peared today before the subcommittee of the 
senate investigeting Hawalian affairs. The 
efforts of the committee were: directed 
mor: tO securing an explanation from Mr. 
Blount of his various acts while in Hono- 
lulu than to obtain from him an accurate 
account of his mission, of which the com- 
mittee was already sufficiently informed 

through his official report. 

The trip to the islands on the Rush, the 
landing at Honolulu on the 29th of March 
and his receptior. by the people on both 
sides of the question were passed over al- 
most without mention as was the fact that 
both annexationists and royalists were ap- 
parently exceedingly anxious to make his 
Stay as pleasant as possible. 

Then came the decision to have the 
American ensign taken down and the Amer- 
ican soldiers returned to the man-of-war. 
He had found the islands and the govern- 
ment entirely under the control or protec- 
tion of the United States troops. The Amer- 
ican flag floated over the government build- 
ing in which the officers of che provisional 
government conducted their business. 
iKverywhere was noticed the influence of 
this country upon the people of the is- 
lands. It was evident that it would be difti- 
cult to secure an impartial account or 
opinions induenced by the svtrroundings as 
long as this state of affairs vontinued. 

The Flag Lowered. 

Consequently he decided on the 3ist of 
March, two days after his arrival, that in 
accordance with the spirit of his instruc- 
tions and in the interest of fair play, the 
flag should be taken down and the Ameri- 
can troops removed. Of this decision he in- 
formed President Dole and on the follow- 
ing day, the Ist day of April, ended the 
temporary protectorate and he had the flag 
lowered. This proceeding he defended as 
within th2 scope of his mission and an en- 
tirely proper proceeding. Undér the circum- 
stauces the subsequent events proved that 
the presence of American troops was not 
necessary to preserve order or protect the 
life and property of either Americans or 
natives.

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MEXICO IS FOR IT. 


Her Secretary of Foreign Affairs Talks 
of Atlanta's Exposition. 


HE IS HEARTILY IN FAVOR OF If 


Thinks It Would Be Better for His 
Country Than Chicago’s Fair. 


MANY OF HIS COUNTRYMEN COMING 


The Government Pays the Expenses for 
Displays, and There Is No Doubt 
an Appropriation Will Be Made. 


City of Mexico, via Laredo, Tex., January 
11.—(Special.)—Hon. Ignacio Mariscal, sec- 
retary of foreign affairs in the Mexican 
cabinet, is heartily in favor of the Cotton 


States and International Exposition at At- 


lanta. 

In an audience given the correspondent of 
The Constitution at the palace today, the 
well-known diplomat said: 

“Yes, I think Mexico, by all means, should 
be represented at the exposition by a large 
and representative exhibit of the products 
and resources of the republic. Were the 
exposition on at the present time I doubt 
if we coyld do much, but by the time named 
if nothing untoward to the prosperity of 
Mexico occurs, I know of no reason to pre- 
vent our making a good showing. 

“You will unders.and, of course, that I 
am speaking only in a personal way, not 
having discussed the matter with the presi- 
dent or my cabinet associates, but so “far 
as I am concerned I favor the idea heartily. 

Will Benefit Both Republics. 

“As I understand it, the Atlanta exposi- 
tion is to bring the American republics into 
closer relations and better understanding 
and co-operation. That is exactly what 
Mexico is greatly desiring shall ‘come to 
pass. Whe'her there is any sweeping 
change in the tariff or not I am very sure 
that much of the trade of Mexico, which 
now goes across the sea, could be very 
easily changed to the north if the right ef- 
forts were made. Mexico ought to buy all 
her implements, vehicles and many other 
mechanical things at least in the United 
States. Perhaps in the way of jobbing on 
fine goods in the line of textiles, the north 
is not as yet entirely able to compete with 
the markets of the old world, but I have 
no doubt the trade relations of the two re- 
publics and of all the American repubDlics, 
could be greatly increased to the good of all 
if the business people of these neighboring 
nations will but compare not¢s and make a 
untied effort along this line. This is ex- 
actly what I construe the meaning of the 
Atlanta plan to be. 

A Great Thing for Mexico. 

“Perhaps it will be in its results even 
more advantageous to Mexico in proportion 
to size and expense of making exhibits than 
the world’s fair in Chicago. That was 
largely a big show, while this is to be. as I 
understand its mission, not ohly a spectacle, 
but a genuine business exhibit and conven- 
tion of the best interests of the countries 
taking part.’’ 

“Mr. Miriscal, do you think many Mex- 
icams would attend the Atlanta exhibit?’ 
was asked. 

“Yes, I think they will,” was the reply. 
“There are many rich planters of Mexico 
who would take advantage of the opportu- 
nity to take a trip into the north not only 
to view the country and atend the expo- 
sition, but also to look into the prospects 
of opening up a marke® in the United States 
for the great abundance and variety of the 
agricultural products of the republic. This 
is a branch of trade which I am hoping to 
see grow into very extensive proportions 
between the two republics in the future. 
Mexico produces many things which the 
United States does not and never.can rais-. 
On the contrary we are needing cheaper 
rates and in increasing quantities numbers 
of the products of the north. 

“The expefise of the Atlanta  exhivit 
would naturally have to be borne by govern- 
mental appropriation, as the most of the 
Mexican people do not appreciate the value 
of advertising the advantages and resource 
of the country. Mexico ts worthy of ad- 
vertising and for my part 1 would like to 
see the exhibits at Atlanta made Pan- 
American.”’ 


A SURPRISING VERDICT. 


Proven Guilty or Counterfeiting, Yet 
the Jury Cleared Him. 

Knoxville, Tenn., January 11.—(Special.)— 
A most surprising verdict was given in the 
United States court here today, when Cleo 
Berry, one of the most famous criminals 
in Hawkins county, failed of conviction. 

Berry is past fifty years of age, and was 
indicted for counterfeiting. The neighbor- 
hood in which he lived was flooded with 
bogus half dollars and dollars, the manu- 
facture of them was traced te him and 
utensils necessary to their munufacture 
were found in his house. It was proven 
plainly that he had passed countless coun- 
terfeits, but he. played the innocent racket 
on their manufacture and failed of convic- 
tion through. a jury’s verdict that was any- 
thing but proper. Berry has long posed as 
a Dunkard preacher, in fact has pulled the 
wool over the eyes of the unsuspecting 
mountaineers with the greatest regularity. 

United States Marshal Condon says Ber- 
ry is guilty of every crime in the calendar, 
murder not excepted, for on a high moun- 
tain peak, near Mooresburg, there today 
stands a lorie gravestone on which is the 
inscription ““Murdered by Cleo Berry."’ Who 
this victim is no one knows, but it is 
known that this stone marks the las?# rest- 
ing place of but one of Cleo Berry, the 
Dunkard preacher’s many victims.

CONDUCTORS AND BRAKEMEN IN If. 


A Demand That’ a Conductor Be 
Taken Back to Work 


REFUSED BY THE RAILROAD OFFICIALS

Nashville, Tenn., January 11.—(Special.)— 
The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad has a strike on its hands, similar 
to that on the Hendersor. division of the 
Louisville and Nashville a few weeks ago, 
in that it is unauthorized. 

The freight conductors and brakemen this 
afternoon declined to take out their trains 
and the two sections of No. 9 on the main 
line and one train on the Northwestern di- 
vision that should have left this evening 
are still in the yards. The road has about 
two hundred conductors and brakemen, 
but most of them are now out on the road 
and it is not known whether they will join 
the strike or not. 

All trains are reported on time tonight, 
however, and the passenger service is not 


affected. 
Cause of the Trouble. 


Assistant General Manager J. W. Thomas, 
Jy., tonight stated that the trouble grew 
out of the following facts: January: 5th 
Conductor W. J. Gillespie and crew were 
suspended indefinitely for inattention to 
duty in not remaining on top. of trains when 
in motion. Some weeks ago it was discov- 
ered that numbers of crews had, in viola- 
tion of rules, placed inside brakes in ca- 
booses and these were ordered removed. 
No complaint was heard until today when 
the grievance committee demanded of 
Mr. Thomas that Conductor Gillespie 
and crew be sent out tonight 
and that the inside brakes be 
restored. If these demands were refused 
the men here would refuse to take their 
trains out. Mr. Thomas proposed to re- 
duce the indefinite suspension ‘to a term of 
ten days, but the offer was rejected, and 
they insisted on their original demand, 
and as Mr. Thomas declined to yield, no 
freight trains have left here tonight. 

John W. Thomas, Sr., president and gen- 
eral manager, is in New York and has been 
telegraphec for. The officials are confident 
that the trouble will be ended by tomor- 
row, as the men are under contract to give 
thirty days notice before leaving the com- 
pany’s employ, and because the strike has 
not been authorized. 

The ‘proper plan in case of dissatisfaction - 
with Superintendent Wrenn's Wecisions is 
to appeal to the assistant general manager, 
and from him to the general manager, 
which has not been done. Another cause 
of dissatisfaction is the order issued a few 
days ago to Mr. Wrenn to restrict the num- 
ber of passes to one each trip. Many of 
the employes live out on the line and when 
off duty have been in the habit of getting 
passes back and forth every cay. 

The Men Refuse to Discuss It. 

The order limited them to one pass be- 
tween their trips out on the road. ‘The 
men refuse to discuss’ the trouble, but it 
is understood that some of them are dis- 
satisfied over the fact that wages have not 
yet been restored. 

The exact number of men now ot sti'ke 
is not known and until the crews now cut 
come in it will not be known how iir the 
strike will go. 

The Strike Postponed. 

At a late hour tonight the striking con- 
ductors and brakemen agreed to take out 
their trains and continue at work until 
President Thomas reaches here from New 
York, when their grievances will be laid 
before him. Mr. Thomas probably left New 
York tonight and will be here by Sunday.

majority of the voters favored changing the 
laws, but wasted their strength by division. 
He then denounced the democrats, saying 
that they deceived 50,000 reformers who 
voted with them. He asserts that the su- 
preme issue in North Carolina is an en- 
tirely free and honest election and urges 
a rally to the people’s party organization 
in each county in thirty days and in each 
township in sixty days.

DEMOCRATS IN POSSESSION. 


Republicans Did Not Hold the New 
Jersey Senate Chamber. 

Trenton, N. J., January 11—Governor Wetz 
is not in town today and is not expected 
here until Monday.

The trouble seems to 
be intense dissension among the stockhold- 
ers. Of these there ure only four. Dr. J. 
S. Lawrence is president and the cther 
three are J. King, J. L. Camp ani L‘nton 
Dean. Dr. Lawrence and others asked 
for the receiver. It is charged that J, 
King and J. L. Camp, who own half cf the 
stock, systematically block the efforts of the 
other two, and are trying to deteriorate the 
value of the bonds and stock so ihat they 
can get absolute control of the road. <A 
hearing on the application fer a permanent 
receiver will be heard ty Judge lierry, in 
Summerville, next Monday. Messrs. King 
and Camp say they will let the facts speak 
for themselves at that time. Tney intimate 
that the application is based on personal 
grievances more than a consideration’ for 
the good of the road. 


THE CERTIFICATES NOT SOLD.

CHATTANOOGA STEAMBOAT COMPANY 


The Stock Transferred to Six Share- 
holders. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., January 11.—(Special.) 
At a meeting of the stockholders last night 
the entire paid-up stock of the Chattanooga 
Steamboat Company was transferred, with- 
out pecuniary consideration, to six share- 
holders. The steamer City of Chattanooga 
and her barges will be brought from River- 
ton, Ala., and put into commission at once. 
This company was organized two years 
ago, with a capital stock of $1,000,000, by 100 
business men, who subscribed $1,000 each. 
The object was to secure a boat line, run 
in the city’s behali and connecting Chatta- 
nooga with Mississippi and Ohio river 
points, thus defeating ruinous railroa¢ dis- 
crimination. Only $25,000 had been paid 
in, with which the City of Chattanooga 
was built. Inabalitiy to meet stock pay- 
ments accounts for the transfer, though the 
company is composed of local business men 
and agrees to operate the line for che in- 
terests of the city.

Jacksonville, Pla., Janua 11.—T be 
ernor of Florida has got his. back = ‘The 
numerous Geflances and manifestoes of the 
Duval Athletic Club have clinched his deter- 
mination to stop the Corbett-Mitchell fight 
at all hazards.

PRISONER MAKES NO DEFENSE 


Colonel Hammond Admits the Prose 
cation Unanswerable. 


FAR GOVERNMENT EVIDENCE ALL IN 


Captain Harry Jackson Is the Last 
Important Witness. 


REDWINE TO BE SENTENCED TODAY 


Singular Scene in the Courtroom at the 
Denovement—Full Report ofthe 
Last Testimony Taken. 


The mysterious bombshell which it was 
hinted that the defense held in reserve ‘n 
the Redwine trial was exploded at 3:45 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and trwe to 
prediction, it amazed evérybody. 

It was a plea of guilty. 

The circumstances surrounding this de- 
nouement were fully in keeping with all the 
other features of this remarkable case. 

When the government rested at the con- 
clusion of the morning session it was a 
matter of general remark that the outlook 
for the prisoner seemed brighter than had 
been deemed possible. The tangled affairs 
of «he bank, its deplorably loose methods 
of doing business, the cperdrafts of its offi- 
cials and the<lificulty of-determining ex- 
actly what had become of its funds, all of

which had been brought out in the evidencr 
of the prosecution, formed in the opinion 
‘of many a peg for a jury to hang*upon and 
talk of a mistrial was heard everywhere. 
‘This was assuming, of course, that Red- 
wine would put up some species of defense. 

Thus few, outside of, perhaps, the inner 
circle, were prepared for what happened 
after dinner. Indeed, certain things make 
it doubtful whether even Redwine was pre- 
pared for it. 

The lawyers on both sides had been in 
consultation since the morning adjourn- 
ment and it was fully half-past 3 o’clock 
when the door of the judge’s chambers 
opened and Colonel Hammond and Mr. Cor- 
rigan, of the defense, stepped out. Both 
gentlemen looked worried and troubled and 
walked straight to where Redwine sat at 
the long tabie before the bench. They bent 
over him and talked together in a rapid un- 
Gertone, apparenrily explaining or expostu- 
lating. The pale-faced prisoner looked up 
and looked down, but said never a word. 

Then Colonel Hammond advanced to the 
corner of the clerk’s desk and addressed 
the court. He asked for a final ruling upon 
his demurrer to the first indictment, in ref- 
erence to the Thomas Cobb Jackson check 
of $,000. For the benefit of peopie who are 
not lawyers it may be said that a demurrer 
is a plea that the facts charged, even if 
true, do not constitute a case. Judge Par- 
dee sustained this position. 

Then Coionel Hammond dumfounded the 
room full of listeners by admitting in a few 
curt sentences that upon the three other 
indictments the government bad established 
an unassailable case and requested the 
judge to enter a plea of guilty. 

Every face save Redwine’s bore traces of 
the excitement of the moment. He glanced 
up and seemed faintly interested, that was 
all. No one could have guessei from that 
impassive countenance that the die had 
just been cast that sealed his fate, ruined 
his life and doomed him to a felon’s chains. 

The jury, under instructions, returned a 
perfunctory verdict of guilty on indictments 
No, 3935, 3958 and 3964. They cover substan- 
tially the same ground of embezzlement. 
Judge Pardee then announced that he 
would pass sentence at 10 o’clock the fol- 
lowing morning, and the excited spectators 
pushed and struggled to reach the door 
and carry the news to the streets. They 
pou down stairs in a black stream and 
in a few moments the result of the famous 
trial was being discussed in every place of 
public rendezvous.

The morning session, which, contrary to 


all expectations, turned out to be the last, 
was chiefly devoted to fortifying the charge 
that Redwine frequently applied in his omi- 
clal capacity to the other banks for funds 
aod that he did so to cdver his: increasing 
shortage. The most sensational evidence 


. was that of Captain Harry Jackson, who 


was one of the last witnesses on the stand, 
It was in reference to the checks drawn 
by his son and cashed at the Gate City 


The first witness called after court con- 
vened was Mr. W. J. Davis, paying teller 
of the Lowry Banking Company. j®e 
swore that on January 28, 1883, he sent 
$5,000 to the Gate City bank at Redwine’s 
request, and held over a clearing house 
check of $7,754. On the 17th of February 
he sent $3,000 on Redwine’s check. He also 
stated that for a long time prior to these 
transactions he had been accustomed to oc- 
casionally accommodate Redwine in ‘this 
manner. 

Mr. Paul Romare, vice president of the 
Atlanta National 9bank, was. then called. 
He testified that on February 18th last he 
was notified that the clearing house en- 
velope containing checks from the Gate 
City bank was $10,000 short. It was marked 
$13,300, but really contained only $3,300. He 
at once notified Redwine and the shortage 
was made good before banking hours were 
over. The teller, he said, on cross-exami- 
nation, had been notified of the error by 
Redwine himself. 

The significance of Mr. Romare’s evidence 
was apparent when Mr. Porter Woodson, 
cashier of the Merchants’ Lank, was 
next called, and testified that on Febru- 
ary 18th, he let Redwine have $10,000 be- 
tween the hours of 9 and 2. On the 2ist 
Redwine returned $5,000 and a check for 
$5,000 more, but later on the same day re- 
quested that the check be held and bor- 
rowed another $5,000. Thus the Merchants’ 
bank had $10,000 worth of the Gate City’s 
paper when it went under. 

“Has this been paid?’ asked Judge Par- 
dee. 

“Yes, sir, I believe so.”’ 

“Well, you're lucky,” 
grimly. 

The evident intention of the prosecutior 
was to show that Redwine paid the short- 
age to the Atlanta National with the loan 
from the Merchants’. Mr. Woodson also 
testified to a loan of $5,000 on January 28th 
and one of the same amount on February 
20th. These were both repaid. 

Mr. Peter G. Grant was called 
his testimony by narrating how, the fall 
of 1890, he had made a deal in Buburban 
Land Company stock with Redwine on a 
joint commission, at which they made $35 
each. He was then questioned as to Red- 
wine's habits. Redwine was a member, 
he said, of the Capital City, the Cotillion 
and’ the Piedmont Driving clubs, and his 
habits were so expensive as to be often re- 
marked. He was sharply cross-examined 
and raised a laugh by replying when esked 
whether the driving club owned Piedmont 
park that the park owned the elub. 

Colonel Hammond inquired particularly 
into the membership of the Capital City 
Club with a view of showing its respectable 
character and wound up by asking the 
witness whether he was not a relative of 
Mr. W. D. Grant. 

“Yes, sir.”’ 

‘“Father-in-law of Thomas Cobb Jackson?” 

‘Yes sir.’’ 

Mr. Grant stated that Redwine was about 
thirty-three and Tom Cobb Jackson twenty- 
four or twenty-five. 


In Redvwine’s Overcont. 


Mr. John M. Kenny, a bookkeeper at the 
Gate City bank, testified as to the contents 
of the pockets of Redwine’s overcoat, left 
in his fligh.:. He stated that he found some 
por in it and gave them to Mr. McCand- 
ess. 

The next witness. was Mr. B. O. Kennedy, 
paying teller of the Atlanta National, who 
was called to confirm the evidence of Mr. 
Romare. He testified to the same general 
statement. 

Mr..Ed McCandless was then recalled. 
He stated that the count he made of the 
bank’s cash on January 28th, was between 
5 and 6 o’clock p. m. He also testified to 
putting Redwine’s papers in the vault. 

Mr. G. W. Stone, the bank examiner who 
wound up the Gate City’s affairs, was then 
called and created a stir by declining to 
take the oath. Mr. Stone Is a tall, prim, 
smooth-shaven gentlemen, who parts his 
iron-gray locks in the center. He was 
formerly a Unitarian minister. He was al- 
lowed to affi and testified that the short- 
age of the bank was about $108,000. He en- 
tered upon a long detailed description of the 
method in which this result was reached, 
and stated that when he took charge of the 
bank the cash and cash items were $41,000. 
He collected about $500,000. 


Captain Jackson Testifies. 

There was a visible Stir in the courtroom 
when Captain Harry Jackson took the 
stand. He began his testimony by explaining 
how he came into possession of the mass of 
checks left by Redwine. They were turned 
over to him by Mr. Stone, and included the 
thirteen checks offered in evidence, the 
$5,000 check of Tom Cobb Jackson and many

Finally, however, it began to dawn: upon 
the minds of several that .Judge Pardee 
was not at dinner, nor on his wey from 
dinner. He was already in the butlding. 
This, was confirmed by the arrival of some 
one who had seen him. Rumors began to 
float in soft whispers about the cou! troom 
that all of the lawyers, none of whom were 
present, were holding a consultation. In this 
view of the delay a sudden termination of 
the trial was expected. 

In Consultation. 

As it turned out, from what followed, the 
attorneys were actually in consultation, 

When this rumor was finally accepted as 
the proper solution of the long delay, it was 
nois¢d about within the railing that a plea 
of guilty would likely be entered by the 
defendant’s attorneys, to all of the in- 
dictments, which were still remaining. 
Redwine had already entered a plea of 
‘not guilty’’ to the one already before the 
court, which would have to be withdrawn 
in the event such a step was taken. 

Seated in his chair directly in front of the 
court, Redwine shared the suspense of the 
crowd. His own impatience, however, was 
tinged with apprehension. Though he was 
not in Lonsultation, he hid an idea no doubt 
of what.was going to happen. Though ap- 
parently cool and unconcerned, there was 
an effort about his indifference which in- 
dicated to the close observer that his feel- 
ings were anything but comfortable. 

The jury occupied their seats during all 
of this interval, and being isolated from the 
crowd, they seemed to be at a loss to know 
how they should fold. their hands or what 
attitude they ought to assume in order to 
comport with their dignity. 

By the time the attorneys entered the 
room the action of the defendant’s attorney 
was well anticipated. 

Judge Pardee was the first to enter the 
courtroom. It was exactly half after 3 
o’clock when his lion-like mien was discov- 
ered at the door. In a second he was in his 
seat. The marshal rapped for order. Col- 
onel Hammond, as the call was sounded, 
was engaged in a whispered conversation 
with the prisoner, having just entered the 
room that moment. Mr. Tom Corrigan was 
@ party to the conversation, he being one 
of the attorneys for the defense. As soon 
as “order was obtained Colonel Hammond 
advanced to the corner of the clerk’s desk 
and rested his elbow directly in front of Mr. 
Colquitt Carter. 

Colonel Hammond's Demand. 

“May it please the court,” said Colonel 
Hammond in a clear, distinct voice, which 
seemed to measure emery word before it 
touched his lips, “at this stage of the trial 
I call for the final ruling of the court in re- 
gar¢ to the demurrer which was filed at 
the beginning of the trial. Your decision 
was then in doubt. I now ask that you 
make your final ruling, as your decision on 
oe See may determine our line of con- 

uct.” — 

This was to the indictment based on the 
cashing of Tom Cobb Jacksén’s check for 
$5.000. It was cashed by, Redwine in his 
office as paying teller of the bank and 
never charged. The other indictments were

inscribed the form of the verdict, after 
which he moved across the floor in the 4)- 
rection of the jury box. Holding a bottle 
of ink in his hands, he pointed the pen at 
the foreman of the jury, who received it 
with as much grace as if it was the sword 
of General Cornwallis. 

With a law book on his knees, as if th. 
action of the juror was based upon a solid 
warrant, he made a few circular motions 
with his hand, and then drew out in lengthy 
curves the name of W. E. Puckett. 

The act was simple in itself. The juror 
had written out his name a thousand times, 
but never with such prolific meaning. From 
that moment Redwine was adjudged guilty 
of the charge against him, and from ,that 
moment, in sight of all the world, he Stood 
convicted of embezzlement. 

“I will not sentence the prisoner today,”’ 
said Judge Pardee. “Tomorrow morring, 
at 10 o’clock, I will give him the opportun- 
ity of saying why sentence of imprison- 
ment should not be pronounsed against 
him.’’ 

This morning, therefore, at 10 o'clock, the 
judgment of the court will be pronounced. 

The jury was dismissed, after ihe state- 
ment of the court, and the prisoner cer- 
ried back to his cell in the Fulton county 
jail. The. crowd was reluctant to move 
and quite a number, in morbid curiosity, 
remained with their eyes riveted upon the 
prisoner. They wanted to see him as long 
as he was visible in order to carry his part- 
ing lLok in memory. 


A Peep at the Law. 


The following is the statute under which 
Redwine was indicted: 

“Section 5209. Every president, director, 
cashier, teller, clerk or agent of any asso- 
ciation, who embezzles, abstracts or will- 
fully misappropriates any of the money, 
funds or credits of the association; or who, 
without authority from the directors, issues 
or puts in circulation any of the nutes of 
the association; or who, without such au- 
thority, issues or puts forth any certificates 
of deposit, draws any order or bill of ex- 
change, makes any acceptance, ass!iza’ any 
note, bond, draft, bill of exchanze, mort- 
gage, judgment or decree; or who, makes 
any false entry in any book, repcrt or 
statement of the association, with i: tent, 
in either case, to injure or defraud the as- 
sociation or any other company, body poli- 
tic or corporation or any individual persecn, 
or to deceive any officer of the association 
or any agent appointed to examine the af- 
fairs of any such association; ind any per- 
son who, with like intent, aids or abets 
any officer, clerk or agent in «ny violation 
of this section, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and shall be imprisoned not 
less than five years nor more than ten.” 

What Will He Get?. 


What sentence will Redwine get in the 
penitentiary? 

This will be answered by Judge Pardee 
this morning at 10 o'clock. 

From the terms of the statute the im- 
prisonment cannot exceed ten years. It 
may be only five. The fact that a plea of 
guilty was entered, thereby saving the gov- 
ernment a lot of time and noney, may 
operate to bring about a modification of 
the sentence. There will be no appeal of 
the case as the attorneys for the defense 
agreed to the verdict of the jury. 

“IT am inclined to say,’’ observed the dis- 
trict attorney yesterday afternoon, “that 
Redwine’s sentence will be seven years. 
Had the trial continued and the result been 
a conviction, in that event the prisoner 
would get the full limit of the ‘aw. Under 
the evidence introduced by the prosecution 
there could be no other verdict. I never

The witnesses were all 
sworn in by the clerk of the court, Mr. Car- 
ter Colquitt, who sang out the oath to the 
tune of one who had lived in court all of his 
life and who knew as much about law as 
the farmer does of his furrow. 

The scene of yesterday, so far as the cloud 
of witnesses is concerned, will be the same 
today when the sentence of the court is 
pronowsced.

We always signe 
ourselves, ‘your darling husband,” and 
‘your darling wife.’ It was all in fun and 
I can telegraph for information that will 
prove what [ say. I am known all over 
the United States as a theatrical manager 
and a scenic artist, and no one has ever 
dreamed of my having a wife until I was 
married in Jacksonville last Sunday, I will 
employ an attorney and get him to wire 
fer information that will prove that I have 
not committed bigamy.

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b Senators and the People. 

There isja growing, sentiment in, fa- 
vor of the election of United States sen- 
ators by the people. The upper house 
of congress should not be entirely di- 
vorced from the masses, and it should 
not be beyond the reach of the voters 
of the country. 

Two years ago the Hon. John M. 
Palmer was named for United States 
senator by:the Illinois,state democratic 
convention, and his candidacy 'was made 
an issue in the campaign. Many of the 
party managers objected to this course, 
but it resulted in; a democratic legisla- 
ture, and in the election of\the, conven- 
tion’s nominee. Senator Cullom, of the 
same state, who has recently announced 
his candidacy for the senate, suggests 
that when the republican state; conven- 
tion meets this year it should nominate 
its senatorial candidate, and it, is un- 
derstood that they democrats will again 
follow the same plan. 

The object. of the Illinois method is 
to bring the candidates for; the senator- 
ship before the people. When Mr. Pal- 
mer was recommended .by the state dem- 
oecratic convention the delegates first 
ascertained just where he stood in re- 
gard to the leading issues of the day. 
The democratic masses saw their oppor- 
tunity to elect the man of their choice, 
and’ the senatorial, question was made 
an issue in every county. Each candi- 
date for the legislature had to declare 
himself and make it known whether he 
would support or oppose Mr. Palmer 
and the policy represented by him. The 
practical effect was to secure a popular 
senatorial election. The democrats were 
encouraged and strengthened, and they 
swept the state, electing a legislature 
which ratified the people’s choice for 
the senatorship. 

We are wedded to no particular plan, 
but before the Georgia legislature elects 
another senator we hope to see the can- 
didates in some satisfactory way brought 
before the people. In some states the 
United States senators seem to .be un- 
der the impression that they have noth- 
ing to do with the people, and they 
_make it their business to stand im with 
the politicians who compose and con- 
trol the legislature. They take no paft 
in state campaigns and the people nev- 
er meet them face to face. 

In Georgia our democratic voters feel 
that their representatives in the federal 
senate are directly responsible to them, 
and they desire to know just where they 
stand before the legislature elects them. 
There is no good reason why the sena- 
torial candidates should keep in the 
background, maintaining a mysterious 
silence, and taking nobody into their 
confidence except the members of the 
general assembly whose votes will elect 
thei. 

A candidate for the senatorship is mis- 
taken if he thirks that he stands on a 
lofty pedestal, completely isolated from 
the masses. He is, after all, one of the 
people, 
respect their opinions and wishes, and 
answer all proper questions. 

Hereafter the democrat who desires 
to represent Georgia in the senate will 
find that the rank and file of the party 
do not propose to take him solely upon 
trust without knowing anything about 
his views. He will be asked to define 
his position. The people will want to 
know whether he supports every plank 
of the Chicago platform, or whether 
he proposes to ignore or modify some 
of the party pledges.

Every business 
and every interest has felt the pressure 
of gold monometallism in the increased 
and inereasing purchasing power of the 
dollar. 

We say, therefore, that we prefer po- 
tato buggery to goldbuggery; and we 
believe that before we get to the end 
of the long ditch, the people of all see- 
tions will join us in restoring our cur- 
rency system to its normal and healthy 
condition. After the goldbugs—then the 
potato bugs, but goldbuggery must be 
exterminated first.

He doesn’t admire the Wilson bill at 
all, And declares that the McKinley law 
is preferable, although he doesn’t think 
the McKinley law is the best that ean 
be made. 

Now, these are the views of two ex- 
tremists, both democrats, and between 
these views, resting on a conservative 
basis, are the desires and expectations 
of the great mass of the “people. They 
want nothing torn down and nothing 
ripped up. They want justice. ‘They 
want the tariff taxes so adjusted and 
so equalized that the government, the 
people and the business interests shall 
Share equally in the burdens as well as 
in the benefits.

Minister Willis was duly accredited to 
the provisional government, but went 
with instructions to depose that govern- 
ment and to restore the queen.

Accounts from Hawaii 
state that not only were the United 
States marines held in readiness for a 
descent on the government, but they 
were to be joined by the English and 
Japanese marines. 

But Minister Willis hesitated. In the 
first place, the queen refused to give 
amnesty to those who had deposed her 
government, and matters stood thus for 
some weeks. Then the queen reconsid- 
ered. She would graciously pardon her 
opponents, Still Minister Willis hesi- 
tated. As a-democrat, he had compunc- 
tions. Finally the prayisional. govern- 
ment asked him to uncover his inten- 
tions, and after some further delay, he 
made a formal request on the govecn- 
ment to which he is accredited to retire 
and permit the ex-cannibal queen to 
resume her sway. 

This request was politely but firmly 
refused. The minister was informed 
that the provisional government did not 
depend on the United States for its in- 
ception or continuance. It asked neither 
aid nor support. All that it asked was 
that foreign powers should atténd to 
their own proper affairs and permit the 
new government to do the same.

The people of Fulton county are opposed 
to the propositiom to issue $200,000 of bonds 
for enlarging the county courthouse and 
puilding a new jail. 

That’s what they said at the ballot box 

yesterday. 
_ But in the voting it was only a small 
number of the taxpayers who took a part, 
and to that alone is the defeat of the bonds 
attributable. 

The registration of Fulton .county was 
3,768 and by the law it required a vote for 
the bonds of two-thirds of the registration, 
or more. 


Less than one thousand people, which is | 


less than one-third of the registration, voted 
during the day, and that, of course, defeats 
the bonds. 

The election was a quiet one both in the 
city and the county and the voting was very 
light in both sections. In the city the polls 
opened in the morning at 7 o’clock and 
closed in the evening at 6 o’ciock, while 
in the country the usual hours, from 6 
o'clock in the morning until 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon, Were observed. 

The city alone voted less than 9% while 
the county, as far as heard from, could 
not make the vote reach 100. 

In the city the vote for the bonds was 
greatly in the majority. In fact, there were 
few votes against the bonds in the city. 
The county, on the other hand, went 
against the bonds by a large vote in pro- 
portion as the city went for them. 

The polis in all of the wards were opened 
yesterday morning at the points indicated by 
Judge Calhoun and the managers designated 
by him were in attenda@fise. It did not take 
the managers long to ascertain that there 
was very little interest in the election and 
that the bonds would be defeated. The 
members of the county commission, too, 
who visited the polls found that the bonds 
stooa very little chance and went to work to 
push out the voters. But the voters were 
careless as to the result and the hardest 
work failed to show up during the day 
even one-third of the registration. «~ 

The registration in the county by precincts 
and in the city by wards was: 

Atlanta—First ward, 442; second ward, 
587; third ward, 421; fourth ward, 472; fifth 
wad, 446; sixth ward, 431. siast Point,

In the first ward 126 votes were polled and 
of the number 121 were for the bonds and 
five were against the bonds. 

In the second ward 182 people were for the 
bonds, while ten were against the bonds, 


- the total vote being 192. 


One hundred and thirty-six people voted 
in the third ward, and of that number 131 
were for the bonds and five were against 
them. : 

The fourth ward had only three people 
against the bonds and 110 for the bonds. In 
that ward the total vote was 113. 

The fifth ward was partial to fourteens 
and 114 voters declered for the bonds. while 
fourteen went against them. Of the 475 reg- 
istered voters in the ward only 128 voted. 

In the sixth ward ten voted against the 
bonds and 145 voted for the bonds, making 
the total vote 155. 

-The new ward, the seventh, West End as 
it once was, gave up twenty-three votes. 
Of the twenty-three votes twenty-one were 
for the bonds and two were against the 
bonds. 

The vote for the bonds in the city was 824, 
and against the bonds 49. 

Of the country precincts heard from Ben 
Hill gave the bonds one, while twenty- 
seven went against them.

The precious, small, square bits of stiff, 
blue-colored paper which were recognized 
at the door of the Grand theater last night 
as the proper credentials to Mme. Patti's 
presence, and which have been enjoying a 
feverish, uncertain circulation since last 
Monday, -are dGangeageus things to handle 
when one is not an expert in the business. 

They entail ugly consequences when un- 
skillfully circulated, and so far just one in- 
stance of such handling has come to light 
and it is now in the courts, It promises to 
cost some one quite a neat sum before the 
trial of it is finished. 

There is a city ordinance imposing a rigid 
penalty upon persons who speculate in the- 
ater tickets. This ordinance was introduced 
a few years ago, just after the city got an 
overdose ‘of the business of the speculation 
business when Joe Jefferson was here. 
There was a cry from all over the city that 
the ordinance be enforced. 

The penalty is not a small one, the mini- 


‘mum fine, if found guilty, being $100 and 


costs. It would seem that such a sévere 
penalty would have the effect of frighten- 
ing off such enterprising persons as would 
ordinarily think of buying tickets for spec- 
ulative purposes. 

But it is a notorious fact that the specu- 
lators have been more active and open in 
their work preparatory to the Patti engage- 
ment than they have ever been before. The 
law has been disregarded, and although it 
was openly stated that tickets were being 
sold for fabulous prices, the police failed to 
catch a single speculator. 

Yesterday Patrolman Wimbish noticed 
the following sign at Mr. M. Shackelford’s 
place of business in the Kimball house 
block: ‘‘For Sale, Two Seats to Patti, $20." 
The officer made a case against Mr. Shack- 
elford and it was tried before the recorder 
yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Shackelford is a bright-looking young 
fellow and wore a handsome Marechal Nell 
rose as he stepped up to the bar for trial. 
The patrolman stated the circumstances 
leading to the arrest. Mr. Shackelford shook 
his head disparagingly. 

“I have no tickets, I have had none, I 
have seen none,’ he said. The recorder 
inquired about the sign. 

“Well, I’ll tell you,” said the young man. 
“A young man told me that he had two 
good seats to the Patti concert and he 
would like for me to dispose of them for 
him. He did not give them to me, under- 
stand. I did not know that it was against 
the law and put out the sign which the 
officer saw.” 

*“Well.”’ said the recorder, “who was the 
young mam?’ 

Mr. Shackelford smiled and the circle of 
policemen burst out in open laughter. Even 
the judge had a laugh. Mr. Shackelford did 
not lose his self-possession, however. 

“I’m not ready to go to trial,” he said 
when the officers stopped laughing. “I’ve 
got a lawyer, and—” 

‘You must tell the name of the young 
man who was to give you the ticl#ts.’’ said 
the recorder. “If you don’t I can’t believe 
your story and will have to put the burden 
on. you.’’ 

“T’ve got a lawyer,” said Mr. Shackelford 
again. 

“You need one,” said the judge. 

“Well, if I’ve got to I can tell the name 
of the gentleman who was to give me the 
tickets,”’ said the young man. “It was Mr. 
Morton Smith, the doorkeeper at the 
Grand.”’

“That’s better, and you seem to be get- 
tine out of it. You are a witness now, and 
not a defendant. I will have Mr. Smith 
summoned here tomorrow afternoon and 
the case will be concluded. It seems that 
the other fellow will have to suffer.”’

Matters of Minor Importance Disposed of 
Yesterday—A Demage Suit Filed. * 
Courthouse Currents.

Judge Westmoreland did @ rushing bust- 
ness yesterday and when he adjourned his 
court he had disposed of several motions 
and left two juries out, with instructions to 
return sealed ve rdicts. 

One of the sults of much interest was 
that of Judge J. Gadsden King against L. J. 
Glenn and Perk Woodward for notes to 
the amount of $500; these notes were made 
and signed by Jud Glenn and Park Wood- 
ward endorsed them. 

When the first of these notes fell due 
there came out of Glenn’s refusal to pay it 
a story which was told many ways, but 
which was testified to yesterday for the 
first time by the parties. defendant and 
plaintiff. At one time Gienn was the clerk 
to the recorder, but aspired to a justice-of- 
the-peace-ship. Hiis first ambitions were 
coldly met by the general public and he 
was defeated by Justice Orr, who is now in 
office. This did not dampen the ardor of 
Gienn, for he immediately began to look 
about for another office to run for. 

As the story runs, he discovered that 
Judge J. Gadsden Wing, justice of the peace, 
was about to resign his office. He-saw an 
apparent opening and proceeded to lay his 
line for a cinch. The Manner of laying 
these lines and the method of securing the 
cinch, whatevér it may have been, though 
it didn’t amount to anything, was a mat- 
ter fully ventilated at the trial. At any 
rate, notes to the amount of $500 found 
their way into Justice King’s possession 
and he at once took steps to resign. The 
grand jury elected, not Mr. Glenn, but 
Justice Bloodworth. Upon this the note¢s 
were refused payment. Yesterday Judge 
‘J. Gadsden King testitied that the notes were 
given to him by Mr. L. J. Glenn to cover 
accrued costs in the office, the possibility 
or probability being that. Mr. Glenn would 
succeed to the office. 

Mr. L. J. Glenn, on the other hand, testi- 
fied that the notes were given to Justice 
King for succession to his office, but since 
he didn’t succeed there was no value re- 
ceived ang that the notes were worthless. 
The case was given to the jury yesterday 
afternoon and it was instructed to bring 
in a sealed verdict. 

Another Jury Out. 

The suit of the Georgia Stove and Range 
Company against Barrett hlorrow was 
heard before a jury in Judge Westmore- 
land’s court yesterday.

The motion for a new trial in the instance 
of the state against G. K. Woodward, who 
was convicted. of criminal libel, was set 
for a hearing’ yesterday afternoon and dis- 
missed. The attorney for the state was 
resent, but the atiorney for the defense 
id not materialize.

The suit of Love against Kingsbery was 
taken up yesterday in Judge Van Epps’s 
court. It seems that sometime ago Mr, 
Kingsbery bid $20, 000 for some property, 
the estate of C. C. Green.

EXad there been no Patti it would hae 
been a rare musical treat. Mr. Mayer has 
surrounded his great star with a company 
which includes some of the most famous 
artists in the world. Among them are Mlle. 
Fabri, Messrs. Novarra, Galassi ahd Lely. 
The orchestra, which is very large, is under 
the leadership of Arditti, one of the great- 
est directors of the world today, who has 
so long been with Patti; and the entire 
programme was unquestionably a delicious 
treat. 

But the people went to hear and see Patti. 
They saw her and they heard her; and the 
seeing and the hearing will live in their 
memory as one of the greatest events of 
their lives. People who heard her fifteen or 
twenty years ago may say she is not ey"‘al 
to the Patti of those days, but those peo- 
ple are, I am sure, given to cavil. Viewed 
from whatever standpoint, Patti is the most 
wonderful singer the world has ever pfro- 
duced. Whether you judge her by the qual- 
ity of her voice or by the length of time she 
has been before the public as a queen of 
song, she is a wonder. 

Patti makes no secret of her age. She 
was born in Madrid, in February, 1843, and 
the figures tell us she is nearly fifty-one 
years old. But figures lie sometimes, and 
if.ever they did lie they do in this instance. 
As young as she looks—that is the true test 
of a woman’s age, and deciding by that 
standard she is fifteen or twenty years 
younger than figures try - make us be- 
lieve. 

Yes, and when she sings ‘ane is younger 
still, by many years. It is the.sweet, soft, 
clear, wonderful voice that has thrilled the 
world—a voice that has never had an equal. 
It may be that her voice is not capable of 
the sustained effort that it once was; that 
she could not now stand a season of heavy 
opera as she once did; but that is no test, 
for why shonld she appear in opera when 
she can giv. so much greater pleasure by 
singing songs which go straight to the 
heart and which, above all other music, the 
people would rather hear her sing. And 
she sings these today as no other human 
being ever sang them. That shé does not 
go through some of the vocal gymnastics 
she once did may be true, but some of her 
numbers last night were certainly of high 
operatic value, and were rendered. with a 
charm and grace, a degree of sweetness and 
power that won heartiest admiration. But 
what the people went to hear were those 

popular airs which they never tire of hear- 
ing and through which Patti’s wonderfully 
sympathetic voice reaches down into their 
very hearts. 
Che Indefinable Something. 

For more than forty years this woman 
has been singing continuously. The news- 
papers tell us that she has taken good 
care of her voice, and that she has done so 
may be said to be supremely evident. If it 
were not what it is—if her voice showed 
traces of the wear and tear of time—she 
would be a marvel in having preserved it 
even at all. How much greater, therefore, 
when she remains the unquestioned queen 
of song with no other rival in the world. 

There is something about her voice which 
no ather voice I have ever heard has. Once 
before I heard her sing, twelve years ago, 
I believe it was, and that supremest quality 
which is undefinable and indescribable is 
there today just as it was then. Marvelous- 
ly flexible, marvelously clear that voice is; 
but beyond all that is the sympathetic 
quality which goes right down into one’s 
neart. It is that voice which makes people 
her willing slaves. What difference does 
it make to us if there is a semitone or 
something of that sort missing from its 
scope? What difference does it make to 
you or to me if some person more learned 
in music than we are tel:s us that the voice 
does not possess its old compass? I don’t 


_ believe it, Dut even if it were so that other 


thing is there, that which brings tears to 
our eyes when she sings ‘“‘Home, Sweet 
Home,’ and which "makes us cast our- 
selves down in very humility and worship 
her. The woman herself is nothing; the 
question if she can sing as high or as low 
as she once cowld cuts no figure with 
the people. Patti is there and we worship 
Patti. 

What a charming personality is her’s! 
No artist ever knew better how to keep 
thoroughly en rapport with her audience, 
and from the first moment of her appear- 
ance there seems to be a bond of good fel- 
lowship between her and each person be- 
fore tier. It is said she was given a rather 
cold. reception at Nashwille. She certainly 
had no cause for complaint on that score 
last night, and it is equally certain that she 
was most generous in her treatment of her 
audience. After her first number she was 
given a hearty encore, and responded. gra- 
clously with something or other classic. 
Theh she was Called again, the applause 
being of no unmistakable quantity. As she 
stepped to the footlights and the opening 
bars of “Home, Sweet Home” were caught 
by the audience a hearty cheer went up. 
And how she did sing it! But her friends in 
front—which includes éverybody—would not 
take even the mgst gracious bows in re- 
turn for their encore of that song, and she 
gave ‘“‘Down on the Swanee Ribber.’”’ This 
was followed by “‘Coming Thro’ the Rye,’’ 
and even then the people wanted more, 
though they felt they had no right to ex- 
pect it. And again, in the act of “Martha,” 
she sang “‘The Last Rose of Summer’ over 
and over again. was most gracious. 
She may be sure that her audience appre- 
ciated it.
